unutterable, on the wings of prayer. 
Prayer is the essential ingredient in 
the preparation of the gospel. It is the 
everyday must if we as Christians are 
to have an overflowing, fruitful Chris- 
tian experience. Most of all, a prayer- 
less ministry is a powerless ministry so 
far as soul-saving and soul-appeal are 
concerned. How much or how long 
shall we pray? Pray without ‘ceasing 
(1 Thess. 5:17). Pray always (Luke 
18:1). Be instant in prayer (Rom. 
12:12). The mode or method of prayer: 
“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much,” James 
5:16. We are not to use harsh, rough, 
or commanding language, or attitude; 
neither do we have to do like the crowd 
that tried gods with Elijah—cry 
LOUD, as to wake Him up, or that He 
is a long way off. We are not to use 
vain repetitions, as the heathen do 
(Matt. 6:7), but enter into sweet com- 
munion with God in an effectual, fer- 
vent manner, with clean hands and a 
pure heart, submerged in humility and 
watered with holy water (tears). 

The results of prayer: Jesus’ prom- 
ise, ‘“Whatsoever ye ask in my name I 
will do it,” John 14:13, 14. “Ask and it 
shall be given you,” Matt. 7:7, 8. “What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them,” Mark 11:24. Jonah 
prayed, and the fish couldn’t digest 
him. Elias prayed, and the heavens 
dried up; he prayed again, and the 
heavens gave rain. Daniel prayed, and 
the lions couldn’t eat him. The He- 
brew boys prayed, and the fire could 
not burn them. Paul and Silas prayed, 
and the jail couldn’t hold them. Prayer 
meeting dry? Not when the pastor 
(Peter) was in prison going to lose his 
head the next day. Prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church unto 
God for him. That band of faithful 
prayer-meeting folk (I don’t know 
the number, but I presume it was then 
as it is in too many cases today, the 
faithful few) prayed until their 
prayers went through. They prayed 
until an angel came through and took 
charge. 

If it was necessary for Jesus to pray 
all night and to rise a great while be- 
fore day and go to pray, we shall have 


to do likewise if we get many healed, 
many saved, many devils cast out, 
many eyes opened, many ears un- 
stopped, many dead raised to life 
again. Praise His mighty name! I feel 
His blessed presence as I pen these 
lines. There seems a great tugging 
drawing me to a greater ministry of 
prayer. It was prayer that was the 
winning factor of World War II, and 
if we are victorious in the present 
struggle, it will be prayer that will 
decide the issue. 

One of the saddest statements I 
have ever heard was about the young 
man who lay dying, and looking up in 
his mother’s face, said, “Mother, won’t 
you pray for me; I am dying lost.” 
That unworthy mother said these 
words that must have deepened surely 
that dying lad’s agony, “Son, I don’t 
know how to pray.” Oh, shame, shame! 
Another story is about a little girl who 
said to her careless, backslidden dad- 
dy, “Daddy, is God dead?” Her daddy 
said, “No, dear, why ask such a ques- 
tion?” To which the little girl said, 
“I thought He must have died; I don’t 
ever hear you talking to Him any more 
like you used to.” 

Dear reader, if this little article in- 
spires you to a deeper consecration 
and prayer life, it will have accom- 
plished the purpose for which it was 
written. Meet me in the secret place of 
prayer till we meet on that beautiful 
shore. —

“BIBLE SCHOOL OPENS IN 
INDIA” 

On June 11, 1951, the Church of 
God Bible School of India officially 
opened, with sixteen fine young men 
and eight equally fine young women, 
all dedicated to the Lord’s work. All 
are saved and sixteen have the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. We are earn- 
estly praying and seeking that the 
others will soon have that great bless- 


g. 

At first it seemed we were going 
to have difficulty obtaining rice, but 
the Lord helped, and we were able to 
buy enough for the first week. (No 
Indian can eat without rice. It is his 
staple food.) Finally, through the ef- 
forts of Brother French and Brother 
T. M. Varaughese, the ration officer 
said we could obtain rice if each of the 
students would bring his ration card 
from home. So this problem has been 
solved to a great extent. ; 

The subjects we are teaching are 
very similar to those taught at Lee 
College. Brother French is teaching 
doctrine and homiletics. Sister French 
was teaching Old Testament and was 
our bookkeeper. Unfortunately, she 
has become quite ill and has had to go 
to the hills. Brother A. J. John, a very 
able Indian, has consented to take her 
place. He will teach a course in the 
religions of India, also Brother T. M. 
Varaughese, our field secretary, is 
teaching Church History and Malay- 
alam, the language of this section of 
India. Brother Kunchandy, the assist- 
ant to the field secretary, teaches be- 
ginning English and Personal Work. 
I am teaching Harmony of the Gos- 
pels and English to those who know 
how to speak and write some. 

Our first class begins at 7 a.m. All 
Indians get up at daybreak or be- 
fore. Breakfast is at 8. The Indians 
prefer to eat breakfast around 9 or 10 
in the morning. We have daily chapel 
at 9:30. Classes continue until 1, when 
they eat the noon meal. There ‘is 
prayer service every evening from 6 to 
7. We have study hall from 3 to 5 in 
the afternoon and after supper till 
9:30. At daylight, or a little before, 
you can hear the students praying and 
singing. The Indians love to sing and 
sing very well, most of the time with- 
out instruments. They always _~ be- 
fore their meals, also. After their 
— in the morning, the boys 

athe, and again in the evening just 
before prayer service. The girls do a 
little differently. 

We have a fine spiritual group, and 
their prayers sound like music be- 
cause the Spirit of God is in them. 
They pray a great deal, and one night 
all night long. They all seem happy 
and content. 

We have new chairs, with arms, for 
the classroom. This is quite “Ameri- 
can,” but they seem to like them very 
much. You see nothing like them in 
India. The class usually sits on long 
benches with no backs or desks. The 
boys’ new dormitory was not finished 
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until after school began. At first they 
slept on grass mats in the church. 
Now they have moved into their new 
dormitory, but they still sleep on the 
floor on grass mats. 


We began in the rainy season, which 
would have been very . discouraging 
and gloomy to the average American 
student, but the Indians welcome it 
after the very hot season. It is a real 
relief. No one minds the mud and all 
the discomforts that go along with it. 
It literally pours for long periods at 
a time. 

The enemy certainly does try to 
hinder the Lord’s work. First, I was 
sick and had to miss two weeks of 
school. Then, since I was unable to 
walk but very little, the students have 
been coming up to our veranda where 
I teach them. Then last week Mrs. 
French had to be. taken to the hills. 
The doctor says this tropical climate 
is too hard on her. She may have to 
return to the United States very soon. 
Do pray for both Brother and Sister 
French and family. 

God has told us that we will have 
many difficulties, because He wants 
to revive His work here. India really 
needs your prayers. We are not hav- 
ing the great revivals and outpouring 
of the Spirit here that you are having 
in America and other countries. We 
covet your prayers that here, too, 
there may be a great awakening and 
outpouring of the Spirit of God. We 
are praying that our students will do 
a great work in carrying the gospel 
throughout India, to places where the 
name of Christ is scarcely known. 

Following are testimonies of a few 
Students. These were given at our 
first chapel service. 

“I prayed, ‘Lord, if you give me a 
chance to go to school, I will go out 
in your work.’ I sent for an applica- 
tion. The Lord heard my prayer, so I 
decided to come. My uncle would have 
given me a job, but I wanted to come 
to school.”—K. C. Joseph. 

Work is very important to these 
people, and it is a real sacrifice for 
them to give up work for attending 
school. It is very difficult to find work. 

“It is eleven years since the Lord 
called me. I am one of those who 
prayed in tears to bring up our work. 
{ used to go alone and pray for our 
work. I prayed, ‘Lord, help us to see 


the Church of God lifted up.’ All the 
other brethren left me and wanted me 
to go with them, but I telt the Lord 
had called me to stay with the Church 
of God. In answer to prayer the Lord 
has blessed the work and has given 
souls. Now, I have come to get more 
from the Lord, to do His service and 
win souls for Him. I am ready to go 
where the Lord sends me.’”—P. P. 
Mathai. 

“it is now ten years since I was 
saved. I stepped out and heard the 
call to do His work. I did not know the 
meaning of the baptism of the Hol 
Ghost, so I prayed two or three years 
People in the house opposed me, and 
I had to leave. While praying the Lord 
said, ‘Go.’

I will give it as.it.was written: 

“Our Bible School started in the 
June 11, 1951. Our teachers are Rev. 
C. E. French, Mrs. French, Miss Dora 
Myers, Pastor Varaughese. They are 
very good teachers and are working 
hard. They are good, ideal fellows. The 
class will begin at 7 and stop at 1 p.m. 
From 1 to 3 we have time to bathe and 
to take rest. From 3 to 5 we have time 
to study. At 6 we have a very good 
prayer meeting. Brother Poppey (boys’ 
dean) and Kunchandy wul conduct 
the prayer meeting. We are getting 
food 3 times a day. 

“All the arrangements and rules of 
the school are very good. We are en 
joying the school life very much 
Really we are thankful to our precious 
teachers. They are making us to 
search the Bible by giving the ques- 
tions. It will do good in our future 
life.”—Marykutty. 

At the first chapel, Brother Varau- 
ghese, gave a very fine message. He 
especially paid tribute to the friends 
in America. He said’ in part, “They 
help us because they love souls and 
for the advancement of.,God’s work. 
We must’ be very grateful. Without the 
heip of our dear brothers in the 
United States, how could we carry on? 
Let us especially pray for them. Just 
for bread and fish some men serve 
God. The people of America are de- 
voted to the church and love all men. 
This spirit must be created in our 
hearts that we may go out as soldiers 
for the cross.”—Dora P. Myers.

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ARE MINISTERS PAID TOO MUCH? 


I was greatly impressed, a few days ago, when I read 
the Associate Press report stating that physicians’ average 
income in 1949, before deduction of taxes, was $11,058 
annually, and that physicians in medium-sized communi- 
ties fared better, financially, than their colleagues in the 
big cities. May I say in the outset that certainly there is 
no thought in my mind of reflecting on the services being 
rendered by physicians to those who do not have faith 
sufficient to trust in God for their healing. Neither is it 
my thought to criticize the physician for the amount 
of money they receive for their services. However, I am 
sure any reasonable-minded person will realize that, as 
a general rule, the minister, especially of a large church 
and heavy responsibilities, is worth as much to his com- 
munity and church as a medical doctor is to any com- 
munity. If that be true, then it seems there is quite an 
inconsistent difference between the remuneration for their 
services and that of the doctor. Yet, there are those who 
still take the attitude that the minister should don over- 
alls, work in the cotton field, cotton mill, garage, swing 
the hammer and push the saw as a carpenter, and do 
the same kind of work to earn his living as the members 
do, yet break the Bread of Life to them in the regular 
preaching services, attend every service, and do all the 
visiting, day and night, that he may be called upon to 
do in administering to the sick, the distressed and the 
troubled members of his church and community. Cer- 
tainly this attitude is not as general or strong as it used 
to be, but still there are a few members and nonmembers 
here and there who hold this unreasonable attitude as 
they continue to warm the bench, and at every oppor- 
tunity voice their opinion as to how the church should be 
run, what the pastor should do, and how much better 
off he is than they are, and that, after all, he is no better 
than they are; therefore, let him live like they do! How- 
ever, thank God, we have come a long way up the road 
in obtaining for the ministry not only a respectful at- 
titude by the membership, but be far the majority of tne 
membership has taken the definite position that the min- 
isters of the Church of God are as good as the ministers 
in any church, and that pastoring a church is a full-time 
job, and a full-time job deserves full-time pay, and, at 
that, adequate pay. If the world loves its own and supports 
its own, certainly the church should show no less interest 
in its own. It is only right that a doctor’s patients feel 
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obligated to pay, and not only feel obligated to pay, but 
to pay their doctor, who administers to their physical 
needs. On the other hand, it is only fair, just, and Biblical 
for the members who are faithfully served by their pastor, 
physically and spiritually, to recognize they are obligated 
to support him with their tithes, and when the tithes ar 
not sufficient, finish up with adequate support by offer- 
ings and poundings. For, after all, Jesus said, “The laborer 
is worthy of his hire.” And Paul said, in 1 Cor. 9:13, 14, 
“Do ye not know that they which minister about holy 
things live of the things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with the altar? Even so 
hath the Lord ordained that they which preach the 
gospel should live of the gospel.” And in the 11th ver, 
he says, “If we have sown unto you spiritual things, is it 
great thing if we shall reap your carnal things?” Therefore 
it is not only expected of the pastor that he serve his 
flock and community efficiently, effectively, whole- 
heartedly, and continuously, but that for this service he 
and his family are to be adequately paid. Yes, let me say 
again, if the medical doctors deserve pay for their ser- 
vices, and they do, and their services relate only to the 
physical, then the pastor, whose services are of benefit 
physically, mentally and spiritually, certainly all the 
more, deserves consistent support. As I write this my heart 
is especially filled with interest and concern for the min- 
isters who are pastors of rural and country churches that 
are not self-supporting. May God bless.them and move 
upon the hearts of their members and the people in the 
community to do all they can for them. 





WAR'S END? 


Professor Robert A. Millikan said in 1931: “War is now 
in process of being abolished chiefly by the relentless ad- 
vance of science, its most powerful enemy. It has existed 
in spite of religion, and in spite of philosophy, and in spite 
of social ethics, and in spite of humanitarianism and t 
Golden Rule, since the days of the cave-man because, 
accordance with the evolutionary philosophy of modern 
science, and simply because, it has had survival value. It 
will disappear like the dinosaur when, and only when, the 
conditions which have given its survival value have disap- 
peared, and those conditions are disappearing now pri- 
marily because of the changes in world conditions being 
brought about by the growth of modern science.” 

Twenty years have served to answer Dr. Millikan’s argu- 
ment more effectively than any clergyman or philosopher. 
The eternal Book of God says there will be “wars and ru- 
mors of wars” until the end of time. War will be no more 
when the conditions which have given it survital value 
have disappeared—jealousy, suspicion, greed, hate; and all 
others forms of unrighteousness in the hearts of men and 
nations. Christ is the only effective answer to war. Not 
until His peace rules men’s hearts will “swords be beaten 
into plowshares and spears into pruning hooks.” The fol- 
lowing is proof of this fact:

Text, Matthew 14:30, “But when he 
saw the wind boisterous, he was 
afraid; and beginning to sink, he 
cried, saying, Lord, save me.” 

Peter and the other disciples were 
in a ship out at sea, and the waves 
were tossing them. I imagine their 
talking and wishing Jesus were there 
with them. You can hear one say: “I 
wish the Master were here.” The dis- 
ciples knew that if Christ were there 
that they would be protected from the 
swollen seas. 

Jesus was up on the mountain pray- 
ing as the waves were tossing the ship 
about. He came down from the moun- 
tain and started walking out on the 
water toward the ship. We can see 
Him as He steps from one wave to the 
other. The disciples looked and saw 
Him coming, and they were afraid. 
Jesus said: “Be not afraid; it is I.” 

If Jesus is on our side, we need not 
be afraid. Jesus will fight our battles, 
regardless of how hard they are. He 
has never lost a battle. The other dis- 
ciples thought Peter was crazy for 
wanting to come to Jesus, but he paid 
no attention to them. People today 
think we who accept Jesus and salva- 
tion also are crazy. 

The Way to Win 

As long as we keep our eyes on Jesus, 
we will never lose a battle. The trou- 
ble with many people today, who are 
church members or professed Chris- 
tians, is that they don’t keep their 


eyes on Jesus. If there ever was a time .. 


that people needed to keep their eyes 
on Jesus and not on the things of this 
world, it is the days in-which we are 
living. 

We look now at another picture, of 
a little lady. We see her with her body 
all frail and drooped, with a walking 
cane in her hand, walking toward the 
great multitude that is following Je- 
sus. We see her as she approaches one 
of the disciples. Probably one of the 
disciples said to her: “I would not 
bother the Master today, because He 
is tired.” But that did not stop her. 
She had the faith that if she could 
only touch the hem of Jesus’ garment 
she would be made whole. If the peo- 
ple of today would only have faith and 
touch the hem of His garment, they 
could be made whole, both physically 
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and spiritually. When she touched the 


hem of His garment, Jesus felt that- 


touch because He turned around and 
said: “Who touched me?” 
Faith Is Demonstrated 

The disciples said: “Master, why ask 
who touched you when so many peo- 
ple are crowding you?” But Jesus said: 
“I know that someone touched me, 
because virtue has gone out from me.” 
The little woman came to Jesus and 
said: “Master, it was I who touched 
thee.” Jesus said: "Thy faith hath 
made thee whole.” 

Friends, if you, too, will only have 
faith in Jesus Christ and accept Him 
as your personal Saviour, then you, 
too, can be made whole. 


Jesus said to Peter: “Come.” I can 
see Peter as he began to go over the 
ship rail. We can hear Simon, his 
brother, saying to him: “I wouldn’t 
undertake an act like that if I were 
you. There has never been a man who 
walked on water. You'll surely drown.” 
But Peter did not listen to the dis- 
couraging words his brothers may 
have said to him, but he kept his 
eyes on Jesus. We can see him as he 
starts walking with his eyes fastened 
on Jesus; but the wind began to blow 
hard, and the waves began to gather 
around him. Then Peter looked at the 
waves. Just as soon as he got his 
eves off Jesus, he began to sink. 

Friend, if you’re without Jesus; if 
you’ve never been born by the Spirit 
of God, you are sinking today, and 
sinking without any hope. The only 
hope you can have is through Christ 
Jesus. Don’t sink, my friend, but heed 
the call of Jesus Christ. Jesus said,

He was licensed in 
tn 1913, and ordained in December, 
1917. 





Brother Scoggins pastored churches 
at Dayton, Soddy, and Morristown, 
Tenn.; Huntington, W. Va.; and Paris, 
Lyra, Ladonia, and Lannius, Texas. He 
served twenty years as state overseer 
wore years in Texas, six years in 
West Virginia, three years in Tennes- 
see, two years in Illinois, and one year 
in Missouri. He also served five years 
as a member of the Council of Twelve. 
He counts among his converts several 
ministers, of whom some have passed 
on to their rewards, some are retired, 
and some are still in active service. 
Among the most prominent are Broth- 
er and Sister S. J. Wood, of Texas, 
who came into the Church during his 
pastorate in 1920 at Paris, Texas, when 
he was serving the State as overseer, 
also. He deems it an honor to have 
licensed Brother and Sister Wood, and 
later to have ordained Brother Wood. 

As to his greatest achievement, 
Brother Scoggins says, “I feel that 
every good revival the Lord gave us 
was a great achievement, yet some 
things seem to stand out above the 
others. One thing we were able to 
achieve by the help of the Lord was 
to save all the churches in Texas in 
1922, following the ousting of A. J. 
Tomlinson, losing only twenty-one 
members in the entire State, although 
some of the head officials of the 
opposition toured the State. The one 
person who has meant more to me 
than all others in my ministry is my 
wife. She has always carried her part 
of the burden, has been —e to go 
anywhere the Church wanted to send 
us, and we never did refuse an ap- 
pointment, although there were times 
when we would have preferred anoth- 
er place. The minister who meant the 
most to me in the first part of my 
ministry was Brother F. J. Lee. I 
thought he was the greatest preacher 
to whom I ever listened, and his godl 
life was commendable in every respect. 

As to the progress of the Church of 
God, we hardly would have believed 
a few years ago that it would reach 
the stage it has. But this has been ac- 
complished by the earnestness, sin- 
cerity, and hard work of her ministers 
and members. When God comes into 
our lives, we feel that we are debtors 
to every unsaved person with whom 
we come in contact. As to the future 
of the Church of God, if we adhere 
firmly to the Bible doctrines, empha- 
size very point of doctrine as taught 
in the Scriptures, and stay consecrat- 
ed, we are bound to have a bright fu- 
ture, for God will be with us, and if 
God be for us, who can be against 
us?”

“T believe that most Protestant 
churches will eventually be united in 
| a super-church, but the Pentecostal 
groups are not likely to become a part 
of such a union, because it involves 
sacrificing of individual convictions. 
We are firmly committed to our fun- 
damental and Pentecostal position. 
“The Pentecostal Fellowship of 
North America is not designed to be- 
come a super-church, but is purely for 
fellowship and cooperation in matters 
of common interest to the member 
bodies; and to provide a voice for the 
| group in matters pertaining to the 
Government, and to questions of per- 

secution of minorities in which Pen- 

tecostals are involved. In this respect 
we << for approximately a million 
people, including the adherents of the 
Assemblies of God, the Open Bible 
Standard Churches, the International 

Church of the Foursquare Gospel, the 
Church of God of Cleveland, Tenn., 
the Pentecostal Assemblies of Can- 
ada, the International Pentecostal 
Assemblies, the Church of God Moun-
